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CLAIMS 



[The scope of a claim for utility model registration] 

[Claim 1]In a pack container provided with a package body which fits in mutually and is sealed, and 
a lid, A pack container which improved the firm attachment nature of a lid forming a handle part of 
a package body and a lid which overlap mutually [ on a diagonal line / at the time of lidding ] at 
least, forming a hook crevice and hook heights which fit into this handle part mutually, and 
attaching a lid firmly to a package body by fitting of hook heights to a hook crevice. 
[Claim 2]In a pack container provided with a package body which fits in mutually and is sealed, and 
a lid, Form a handle part of a package body and a lid which overlap mutually [ on a diagonal line / 
at the time of lidding ] at least, form a hook crevice and hook heights which fit into this handle part 
mutually, and attach a lid firmly to a package body by fitting of hook heights to a hook crevice, and. 
A pack container which improved the firm attachment nature of a lid having made a handle part by 
the side of a lid extend from a handle part by the side of a package body to a method of the 
outside of some, and making a fingerplate easy. 

[Claim 3]In a pack container provided with a package body which fits in mutually and is sealed, and 
a lid, Carry out the circumference of a fitting projected rim and a fitting groove which fit in 
mutually, and they are formed in a plane of composition of a package body and a lid, And form a 
handle part of a package body and a lid which overlap mutually [ on a diagonal line / at the time of 
lidding ] at least, form a hook crevice and hook heights which fit into this handle part mutually, and 
make sealing performance hold by fitting of a fitting projected rim to a fitting groove, and. A pack 
container which improved the firm attachment nature of a lid attaching a lid firmly to a package 
body by fitting of hook heights to a hook crevice. 

[Claim 4]In a pack container provided with a package body which fits in mutually and is sealed, and 
a lid, Carry out the circumference of a fitting projected rim and a fitting groove which fit in 
mutually, and they are formed in a plane of composition of a package body and a lid, And a handle 
part of a package body and a lid which overlap mutually on a diagonal line at least at the time of 
lidding is formed, Form a hook crevice and hook heights which fit into this handle part mutually, 
paste up a fitting projected rim and fitting groove of each other with easy peel adhesives applied to 
an inner part side of a fitting groove, and make sealing performance hold, and. A pack container 
which improved the firm attachment nature of a lid attaching a lid firmly to a package body by 
fitting of hook heights to a hook crevice. 

[Claim 5]In a pack container provided with a package body which fits in mutually and is sealed, and 
a lid, Carry out the circumference of a fitting projected rim and a fitting groove which fit in 
mutually, and they are formed in a plane of composition of a package body and a lid, And a handle 
part of a package body and a lid which overlap mutually on a diagonal line at least at the time of 
lidding is formed, Form a hook crevice and hook heights which fit into this handle part mutually, 
paste up a fitting projected rim and fitting groove of each other with easy peel adhesives applied to 
an inner part side of a fitting groove, and make sealing performance hold, and. A pack container 
which improved the firm attachment nature of a lid having attached a lid firmly to a package body 
by fitting of hook heights to a hook crevice, having made a handle part by the side of a lid extend 
from a handle part by the side of a package body to a method of the outside of some, and making a 
fingerplate easy. 
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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed explanation of the device] 
[0001] 

[The field to which a device belongs] 

This device is pack containers, such as foodstuffs which seal a lid to a package body, and is 
related with the pack container which improved the firm attachment nature of the lid. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] 

Conventionally, the pack container which consists of a package body fabricated from the plastic 
sheet and a lid is publicly known, and is widely used as a container of various products, such as 
foodstuffs. Such a pack container has usually pasted up and sealed the package body and the lid 
with easy peel adhesives, in order to prevent a break through of housed articles, such as stored 
foodstuffs, and to prevent deterioration of the quality by mixing of ****** or saprophytic bacteria 
and to make opening easy. By the way, after opening a pack container, a container and a lid could 
not be re-pasted up, but in order to put a lid on a package body and to only lid it, the fault from 
which a blank housed article falls simply in a lid was. 
[0003] 

Although it may lid without pasting up a package body and a lid with easy peel adhesives, the lid 
was adhered to the package body with a stapler or adhesive tape in this case, and time and effort 
was taken, and there was a possibility of having damaged a lid at the time of opening, or making it 
changing. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Device] 

Especially this device uses to raise the stability of a closed state, for a lid to separate simply, and 
for contents to fall as a prevention plug by making it it not only to to put a lid on a package body, 
but attach firmly after opening of a pack container. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] 

A means which this device took in order to solve an aforementioned problem, In a pack container 
provided with a package body which fits in mutually and is sealed, and a lid, A handle part of a 
package body and a lid which overlap mutually [ on a diagonal line / at the time of lidding ] at least 
is formed, a hook crevice and hook heights which fit into this handle part mutually are formed, and 
a lid was attached firmly to a package body by fitting of hook heights to a hook crevice. 
[0006] 

In a pack container provided with a package body which fits in mutually and is sealed, and a lid, 
Form a handle part of a package body and a lid which overlap mutually [ on a diagonal line / at the 
time of lidding ] at least, form a hook crevice and hook heights which fit into this handle part 
mutually, and attach a lid firmly to a package body by fitting of hook heights to a hook crevice, and. 
A handle part by the side of a lid was made to extend from a handle part by the side of a package 
body to a method of the outside of some, and a fingerplate was made easy. 
[0007] 

In a pack container provided with a package body which fits in mutually and is sealed, and a lid, 
Carry out the circumference of a fitting projected rim and a fitting groove which fit in mutually, and 
they are formed in a plane of composition of a package body and a lid, And form a handle part of a 
package body and a lid which overlap mutually [ on a diagonal line / at the time of lidding ] at least, 
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form a hook crevice and hook heights which fit into this handle part mutually, and make sealing 
performance hold by fitting of a fitting projected rim to a fitting groove, and. A lid was attached 
firmly to a package body by fitting of hook heights to a hook crevice. 
[0008] 

In a pack container provided with a package body which fits in mutually and is sealed, and a lid,

[0009] 

In a pack container provided with a package body which fits in mutually and is sealed, and a lid, 
Carry out the circumference of a fitting projected rim and a fitting groove which fit in mutually, and 
they are formed in a plane of composition of a package body and a lid, And a handle part of a 
package body and a lid which overlap mutually on a diagonal line at least at the time of lidding is 
formed, Form a hook crevice and hook heights which fit into this handle part mutually, paste up a 
fitting projected rim and fitting groove of each other with easy peel adhesives applied to an inner 
part side of a fitting groove, and make sealing performance hold, and. Attached a lid firmly to a 
package body by fitting of hook heights to a hook crevice, a handle part by the side of a lid was 
made to extend from a handle part by the side of a package body to a method of the outside of 
some, and a fingerplate was made easy. 
[0010] 

[An embodiment of a device] 

A desirable embodiment of this device is described in detail below. With reference to drawings, (1) 
is a package body and (2) is a lid, and after storing a desired housed article to a package body (1), 
it covers and seals. A package body (1) and a lid (2) carry out vacuum pressure sky shaping of the 
plastic sheet, and are fabricated by predetermined shape. Vacuum pressure sky shaping is 
replaced, of course, it may fabricate by vacuum forming or pressure forming, and a molding method 
in particular is not limited. 
[0011] 

Along with an opening, a fitting groove (4) of a lid (2) and a fitting projected rim (3) which fits in 
carry out the circumference to an upper limb of a container (1), and a plane of composition of a lid 
(2), and is formed in them, and the flange piece (5) and (6) extended horizontally is formed in a 
periphery of a fitting projected rim (3) and a fitting groove (4). This flange piece (5) and (6) is 
formed in the handle part (7) and (8) which has a little large space in a four-corners part of a 
container, and both handle parts lap mutually at the time of lidding. A hook crevice (9) is cut in a 
handle part (7) of a package body located on a diagonal line at least, To a handle part (8) of a lid (2) 
in the position as a formed handle part (7) with this same hook crevice. Hook heights (10) inserted 
in a hook crevice (9) can protrude downward, as shown in drawing 3 and 4, hook heights (10) can 
be inserted in a hook crevice (9), a lid (2) can be attached firmly to a package body (1), and a lid 
can be prevented from separating simply. Although it is not limited, if firm attachment nature as a 
hook and the ease of opening are taken into consideration, about 3 mm is suitable for especially 
the depth or a projection amount of a hook crevice and hook heights. As for a hook crevice and 
hook heights, it is needless to say that it may form in a handle part of four corners. 
[0012] 

As shown in drawing 5 and 6, easy peel adhesives (1 1) are applied to an inner part side of a fitting 
groove (4) of a lid, after lidding of a package body (1), it heats, the upper surface of a fitting 
projected rim (3) of a package body is pasted, and a package body and a lid are sealed. Easy peel 
adhesives can paste up and seal a package body (1) and a lid (2) by predetermined intensity, and 
can prevent a break through of contents, and they can be torn off from a package body, without 
damaging a lid (2) at the time of opening. It can be lidded, an opened lid holding necessary sealing 
performance by fitting a fitting groove into a fitting projected rim of a package body, and a lid and a 
package body are attached firmly by fitting of hook heights (10) and a hook crevice (9). Since a lid 
is attached firmly by fitting with a hook crevice and hook heights, it becomes unnecessary to 
adhere with a stapler or adhesive tape, when not using easy peel adhesives. 
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[0013] 

As shown in drawing 7 and 8, from a handle part (7) by the side of a package body, a handle part 
(8) by the side of a lid is formed for a long time a little, and is beginning to be prolonged in a 
method of outside. Therefore, when a finger is applied to a handle part at the time of opening of a 
lid, a finger can be hung and raised to a handle part (8) by the side of a lid, and opening becomes 
easy. 
[0014] 

[Effect of the Device] 

Since the lid and package body which were opened are attached firmly by fitting with hook heights 
and a hook crevice according to this device, The time and effort which faces attaching the lid to a 
package body and adheres with a stapler or adhesive tape can be saved, and a lid can be 
prevented from the closed state of the lid after opening being stabilized and separating simply 
especially. 
[0015] 

Since it fitted in by the fitting groove and the fitting projected rim and has pasted up with easy 
peel adhesives, sealing performance can prevent a break through of contents certainly highly, and a 
lid and a package body can be removed, without damaging a lid at the time of opening. 
[0016] 

Since the handle part by the side of a lid is formed for a long time a little from the handle part by 
the side of a package body and the method of outside is made prolonged [ begun ], it becomes 
easy to hang a finger on the handle part by the side of a lid at the time of opening, and to remove a 
lid.
